Because  of  the  interest  by  other  City  departments  and  the 
neighborhood,   we  are  trying  to  control  development  on  the  site.  If 
we  declared  it  surplus  for  disposition,   someone  could  purchase  it 
and  be  under  no  restraint  to  do  anything.     The  long-term  lease 
opportunity  seems  to  make  sense  to  continue  to  discuss  our  options. 
We  presume  a  commercially  operated  garage  would  occupy  some 
proportion  of  the  total  parcel  that  would  return  revenue  to  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission.     The  question  of  a  lease  on  the  housing 
project  would  require  more  discussion  with  City  agencies.     He  said 
that  he  would  come  back  to  the  Commission  with  the  result  of  those 
discussions  and  the  rezoning  process.

Commissioner  Flynn  asked  whether  staff  contemplated  a  lease  to  an 
entity  for  total  development  of  the  site,  or  to  the  various 
components  of  the  site.     Mr.  Wright  replied  that  there  are 
advantages  to  go  either  way.     More  discussions  are  needed.  There 
are  advantages  to  seeking  total  site  development.     We  could  probably 
realize  a  joint  venture  with  the  private  sector  because  of  design 
considerations  and  perhaps  the  composition  of  the  project.     It  could 
be  a  side-by-side  development  of  a  parking  garage  and  housing  or  a 
garage  with  housing  on  top.     Based  upon  conversations  with  the 
Mayor's  Housing  and  Development  Office  and  City  Planning,  we  would 
probably  have  a  single  request  for  proposals. 


Item  No.  20  —  Authorizing  a  supplemental  agreement  in  modification 
of  lease  with  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District. 

Commissioner  Buell  asked  whether  the  School  District  had  a  specific 
plan  as  to  the  type  of  school  to  be  built  on  the  site  or  the  time 
frame  for  building.     Ms.  Deborah  Rohrer,  Manager,  Bureau  of  Claims 
and  Contracts,   replied  that  originally  the  School  District  planned 
to  build  a  high  school  on  the  site. 

Commissioner  Buell  requested  that  this  matter  be  continued  for 
further  information  regarding  the  School  District's  plans  and  its 
rationale  for  building  new  schools  while  closing  existing  schools.

As  you  indicated,  we  have 
been  informally  informed  by  John  Mullane  that  City  staff  has  recommended  to  the 
Commission  that  the  agreement  with  SCT  for  the  development  of  a  water  and  sewer 
billing  system  for  the  City  be  terminated  and,  as  I  understand  it,  the  basis 
for  that  recommendation  is  the  alleged  on  the  part  of  the  City— the  allegation 
that  SCT  is  in  default  of  the  contract.    We  believe  our  position  is  that  SCT  is 
not  in  default  and  I  would  like  to  spend  a  few  moments  with  you  laying  some 
groundwork  and  background  as  to  what  has  preceded  us  relative  to  this  project 
and  then  give  you  some  specific  reasons  why  we  believe  that  SCT  isn't  in 
default,  and  then  I  will  conclude  with  the  recommendation  for  the  Commission's 
consideration  as  to  how  I  and  my  company  would  like  to  see  us  deal  with  this 
matter  and  proceed. 

I  would  like  to  say  that  first  the  information  that  I  have  regarding 
this  matter  and  the  investigatory  work  that  we  have  done  internally  over  the 
past  two  weeks  or  so  since  we  became  aware  of  the  City  staff's  recommendation 
is  frankly  at  a  very  preliminary  stage.     The  matter  is  a  very  complex  one; 
there  are  a  number  of  factors  and  there  is  a  number  of  people,  and  it  has 
occurred  over  a  long  period  of  time.     So,  I  would  like  to  say  at  the  outset 
that  the  information  that  I  have  is  preliminary  and  in  some  cases  there  is 
still  a  substantial  amount  of  discovery  work  that  needs  to  be  done,  but  it  is  my 
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understanding,  sir,  that  SCT's  relationship  with  the  City  began  a  number  of 
years  ago  in  the  early  80 's  and  that  relationship  was  as  a  facilities  manager 
of  one  of  the  City's  data  centers.    As  a  result  of  that  very  positive 
relationship  between  my  company  and  the  City  we  were  invited  to  develop  for 
Muni  a  materials  management  system,  a  computer-based  system,  and  that 
relationship  was  also  a  very  successful  relationship  for  both  the  City  and  for 
SCT.    As  a  result  of  those  two  relationships  and  the  positive  feelings, 
frankly  from  both  the  City's  side,  at  least  that  is  my  understanding,  and  from 
SCT's  side,  resulting  from  those  relationships,  we  were  a  participant  in 
advising  the  City  that  they  should  look  at  the  acquisition  of  a  new  water  and 
sewer  billing  system,  and  that  the  current  system  that  was  used  at  that  time 
was  not  adequate  in  addressing  the  City's  needs  at  that  point  in  time  and 
wouldn't  be  in  the  future.    As  a  result  of  that  it  is  my  understanding  that 
the  City  first  prepared  a  Request  for  Information  that  was  sent  to  a  number  of 
vendors.     SCT  was,  as  I  understand  it,  involved  in  the  preparation  of  that 
Request  for  Information  but  was  not  a  respondent. 

Subsequently  to  that  there  was  a  Request  for  Proposal  that  was 
submitted  by  the  City  or  let  by  the  City.     It  is  my  understanding  that  there 
were  six  or  seven  vendors  who  responded  to  that  and  that  their  responses 
ranged  in  terms  of  cost  to  the  City  between  $700,000  and  $1.4  million  for  the 
design  and  development  of  a  water  and  sewer  billing  system.     It  is  unclear  and 
I  need  to  do  more  discovery  or  in  terms  of  determining  exactly  why  those  seven 
proposals  were  rejected  by  the  City  but  I'm  told  that  in  any  event,  that  SCT 
was  ultimately  asked  if  we  would  be  interested  in  developing  a  system  for  the 
City  and  that  that  request  was  in  large  part  motivated  by  our  positive  past 
relationships  in  both  the  facilities  management  engagement  and  in  the  software 
development  activity  for  Muni  in  the  materials  management  system. 
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At  that  stage,   as  I  understand   it,   we  were  awarded  a  contract  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $370,000  to  develop  functional  specifications — functional 
requirements  and  in  effect  define  what  the  water  and  sewer  billing  system 
should  look  like  and  we  proceeded  to  do  that  in  a  subsequent  phase,  a 
technical  design  system.     At  that  stage  we  entered  into  a  subsequent 
contract — a  subsequent  contract,  the  contract  in  question  here  today,  and  that 
was  a  contract  for  the  programming  and  the  testing  and  implementation  of  the 
water  and  sewer  billing  system  that  had  been  functionally  specified  in  the 
earlier  contract.    We  began  that  contract,  I  believe,  in  early  1985.     If  my 
memory  is  correct,  it  was  in  the  February  time  frame.    As  we  proceeded,  sir, 
with  the  implementation  of  that  contract,  it  became  clear  that  the  functional 
requirements  that  had  been  identified  in  the  earlier  phases  of  the  contract 
were  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  then  needs  of  the  City  and  the  City  staff.  We 
began  to  try  to  define  with  more  specificity  exactly  what  those  needs  were,  we 
tried  to  develop  an  approach  that  would  allow  us  to  proceed  through  a 
prototype  and  methodology,  which  basically  means  to  develop  a  prototype  of  the 
expected  system  so  that  the  Data  Processing  analyst  could  then  show  a  City 
employee  how  a  particular  computer  screen  would  look,  and  that  would  enable 
them  together  to  better  define  what  the  needs  of  the  users  would  be  and  then  a 
system  could  be  finalized  and  implemented. 

To  make  a  long  story  short,  all  of  those  efforts  were  unsuccessful 
and    including  a  design  of  a  system  that  would  be  usable  by  the  system  or  by 
the  City.     Frankly,  SCT  probably  made  a  mistake  at  that  point  in  retrospect. 
It  shouldn't  have,  I  believe,  and  everyone  didn't  disagree  on  this.  The 
company,  SCT,  should  have  probably  come  to  the  City,  come  to  this  Commission 
at  that  point  in  time  and  indicated  that  the  project  had  completely  changed  in 
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scope,  that  it  wasn't  an  agreement  that  was  going  to  result  in  a  productive 
product  for  the  City  and  that  SCT  was  not  going  to  be  able  to  proceed  under 
the  current  contract.     However,  we  did  not  do  that.    We  made  an  internal 
decision  for  a  number  of  reasons,  not  the  least  of  which  was  the  past  positive 
relationship  between  SCT  and  the  City.    We  were  also  interested  in  continuing 
the  development  of  the  system  and  had  hopes  that  we  would  have  the  opportunity 
to  market  this  system  or  a  system  like  it  to  other  large  systems  requiring 
similar  capability.    So  we  made  an  internal  decision  to  go  forward,  having 
come  to  the  City  staff,  asked  for  additional  funding  and  then  rejected.  We 
made  an  internal  decision  to  go  forward  with  our  own  funding  and  attempt  to 
successfully  develop  the  system.     It  was  at  that  stage,  sir,  that  we 
concluded,  and  it  is  my  belief  in  conjunction  with  City  staff,  that  the  only 
path  that  would  lead  to  a  successful  implementation  was  to  go  back  and 
redefine  the  functional  requirements  of  the  City  and  in  fact  to  start  over 
again  at  the  functional  specification  level  and  define  what  the  City's 
requirements  were  again,  and  we  proceeded  to  do  that  at  our  expense.     The  cost 
to  the  City  has  remained  unchanged  for  this  contract  to  date. 

PRESIDENT  LEE:    Mr.  Chamberlain,  if  I  may  interrupt  but  I'm  sure  it 
would  be  helpful  to  the  other  Commissioners.    As  a  layman,  I  don't  know  too 
much  about  computer  systems.    Why  did  you  experience  that  kind  of  a  problem? 
Was  it  because  there  was  nothing  in  the  market  to  come  close  to  it?    Or  what 
was  the  problem  in  coming  up  with  the  system? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:    Well,  the  initial  Request  for  Proposal,  sir, 
resulted  in,  as  I  mentioned  before,  six  or  seven  responses  from  six  or  seven 
different  vendors,  SCT  not  being  one  of  them,  and  a  number  of  those  responses 
as  I  understand  it  were  proposing  package,  off-the-shelf  software  packages. 
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Frankly,   I  am  not,   it  is  not  clear  in  my  mind,   sir,  why  the  City  chose  not  to 
accept  that.     I  assume  that  in  their  evaluation  they  concluded  that  the 
off-the-shelf  packages  didn't  meet  the  specific  needs  of  the  City.     It's  not 
unusual  to,  particularly  in  a  large  jurisdiction  such  as  the  City  of  San 
Francisco,  to  have  needs  that  are  unique  and  require  a  nonstandard  package,  or 
off-the-shelf  type  of  approach. 

To  specifically  answer  your  question  regarding  why  we  had  such 
difficulty.     I  asked  myself  that  question  many  times  and  had  I  had  my  overhead 
projector  the  first  chart  that  I  show  is  a  big  chart  that  says,  "SF  PUC  what 
happened?"    And  I  asked  that  question  for  several  reasons,  sir;  one  is,  we  had 
a  past  positive  relationship  and  in  several  different  engagements.    We  believe 
that's  the  reason  the  City  came  to  us  after  having  received  seven  proposals 
and  asked  us  to  do  this  job  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  had  not  responded  to 
the  initial  request.     In  addition  to  that  SCT  has  had  a  long  history  of 
providing  these  types  of  services  to  our  two  vertical  markets,  which  are  local 
government  and  higher  education,  and  we  have  had  a  number  of  successful 
projects  of  this  type  and  magnitude  -  scope  and  magnitude  -  over  the  last  18 
years.    We  are  a  firm,  a  nationwide  firm  with  approximately  900  employees  and 
approximately  $40  million  in  annual  revenue.  So,  I  asked  myself  that  same 
question  and  frankly,  I  think  it  is  a  combination  of  a  number  of  things,  sir. 
One  is,  it  would  appear  as  if  the  City  staff  over  the  period  of  this  contract 
learned  more  and  more  about  not  only  their  needs  but  also  the  capabilities 
that  a  new  system  might  provide  and  as  they  learned  more  they  explored  more 
new  areas  and  the  scope  of  the  project  continued  to  expand  and  perhaps  through 
even  some  change  in  policies,  procedures  and  requirements  during  that  period 
of  time  required  a  change  from  what  the  initial  concept  in  the  minds  of  the 
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users  were.     I  think  also  that  SCT  frankly  was  remiss,  as  I  mentioned  earlier, 
in  not  taking  a  stronger  stand.     We  had  a  contractual  agreement  that  frankly 
in  retrospect  is  not  a  very  good  contract  from  SCT's  perspective  but  it's  an 
excellent  contract  from  the  City's  perspective  in  that  there  is  very  little 
leverage  from  SCT's  perspective  to  deal  with  disputes  and  disagreements  and 
scope  changes  but  a  part  of  our  business'  decision  was  to  recognize  that  a 
contract  is  a  contract  and  whether  we  believe  in  retrospect  that  it  is  a  fair 
one  or  not  we  really  as  a  company  needed  to  fulfill  our  obligations  under  that 
contract,  and  we  believe  that  we  have  done  that.    We've  spent  over  $4  million 
trying  to  develop  this  system.    The  $4  million  of  auditable  expense  that  SCT 
has  invested  in  this  project  is  with  the  recognition  on  our  part  that  the 
maximum  that  the  City  would  pay  to  us  at  the  final  acceptance  is  $1,030,000  or 
slightly  over  $1  million.     It  was  our  hope  that  we  would  be  able  to  recover 
some  of  the  additional  $3  million  through  additional  sales  of  that  system  or 
similar  systems  but  of  course  that's  futurism  and  frankly  I  doubt  very  much 
whether  we  will  ever  be  able  to  recover  the  investment  that  we  have  made  in 
the  system. 

In  any  event  for  a  number  of  reasons,  sir,  and  I  think  I  can  for  sure 
speak  for  ourselves;  I  know  that  SCT  is  not  blameless  in  the  situation,  that 
we  have  made  mistakes,  one  I  have  mentioned,  others  I  haven't.    We  have  had 
over  the  three  years  of  this  specific  relationship  a  number  of  difficulties 
and  I  certainly  would  not  say  that  SCT  is  blameless  in  the  overall  concept  but 
I  would  submit  to  you,  sir,  that  the  City  is  not  either.     I  think  that  if  we 
look  into  the  details  of  the  relationship  that  we  would  both  concur  that  both 
parties  are  not  blameless  or  neither  party  is  blameless,  and  that  the  delays 
and  cost  overruns  are  the  result  of  a  number  of  difficulties  not  in  the  least 
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of  which  is  that  the  system  that  we  are  developing  today  is  very  different 
than  either  the  City  contemplated  or  SCT  frankly  contemplated  at  the  time  that 
we  entered  into  this  relationship. 

As  a  result  of  that  and  if  the  Commission  agrees  that  the  City  perhaps 
does  have  some  culpability  along  with  SCT  and  the  continuing  delays  and  the 
cost  overrun  which  is  now  well  over  500%  of  the  original  contemplated  cost  of 
SCT.    My  recommendation  to  the  Commission  is  that  you  direct  both  SCT  and  City 
staff  to  use  our  best  efforts  to  resolve  this  situation  in  a  mutually 
satisfactory  fashion  over  the  next  two  weeks  and  that  if  we  are  unable  to  do 
that— if  we  are  unable  to  reach  a  mutually  agreeable  resolution  then  there  are 
a  number  of  alternatives  paths  that  we  could  go  down,  one  of  which  is 
obviously  that  SCT  continue  to  work,  another  would  be  for  us  to  terminate  the 
agreement  but  terminate  it  on  a  mutually  agreeable  basis  as  opposed  to, 
through  what  we  believe  is  an  invalid  claim  of  default,  and  several  other 
potential  paths  also.     But  if  we  are  unable— SCT  and  the  City  staff  are  unable 
to  reach  a  mutually  agreeable  resolution  within  a  two  week  period  of  time, 
then  SCT  is  prepared  to  enter  into  binding  arbitration  according  to  the  rules 
of  the  American  Arbitration  Association  and  I  would  request  the  Commission  to 
instruct  the  City  that  they  also  commit  to  entering  into  binding  arbitration 
and  that  if  we  are  unsuccessful  within  the  two-week  period  of  solving  it 
amongst  ourselves  that  we  get  a  impartial  third  party  to  look  at  what 
obviously  are  various  extenuating  circumstances  surrounding  the  contract  and 
the  amount  of  money  that  SCT  has  expended  in  an  effort  to  complete  this 
contract  successfully  and  let  that  arbitrator  decide  what's  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  City  and  SCT  and,  most  importantly  perhaps,  what's  the  right 
thing  to  do  given  the  circumstances. 
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COMMISSIONER  TOUPIN:     At  this  stage  of  the  project  and   If  assuming  you 
were  to  continue  now  to  try  to  complete  it,  what  kind  of  resources—are  you 
set  up  now  so  that  you  can  actually  move  in  a  way— a  forward  moving  way 
towards  developing  the  final  framework  of  this  contract? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:    Yes,  sir.     I  have  to  be  honest  with  you  and  tell  you 
that  the  action  that  the  City  staff  has  taken  has  caused  a  significant 
negative  impact  on  the  project,  not  only  from  a  loss  of  momentum  standpoint 
but  also  in  terms  of  relationships  that  we  had  with  independent  contractors 
that  are  expiring  frankly  as  we  are  here  today  and  so  there  will  be  a 
significant— and  I'd  say  significant;  I  don't  know  frankly  what  the  amount  of 
time  impact  and  cost  impact  is.     I  certainly  know  that  it's  been  a  substantial 
blow  to  the  progress  of  the  project  and  that  saddens  me  because  our  intent 
certainly  is  to  complete  the  project  successfully  and  end  up  with  a  system 
that's  usable  by  the  City  and  also  successful  if  over  budget  implementation 
from  our  standpoint.  We  do  have  still  here  in  San  Francisco  a  number  of 
people,  I  don't  remember  the  exact  crew— seven  or  eight  people  that  are 
currently  applied  against  the  project.    We  had  intended  to  apply  an  additional 
five  to  eight  people  from  our  headquarters  location  in  Pennsylvania,  until  we 
were  notified  of  the  City  staff's  recommendation,  but  I  would  like  to  point 
out  to  you  that  over  the  past  many  months  SCT  has  staffed  this  project 
consistently  at  a  quite  high  level  for  the  size  of  the  project.    We  had 
between  25  to  30  full-time  professionals  applied  to  this  effort  on  an  ongoing 
and  consistent  basis  and— so  the  issue  of  time  delays  has  not  been  because  SCT 
has  been  unable  or  unwilling  to  apply  the  necessary  staffing  to  the  project. 
It's  been  because  of  difficulties  in  reaching  agreement  with  the  City  staff  as 
to  what  the  functionality  of  the  system  should  be.     I  think  that  largely  that's 
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behind  us  now.     As  of  this  past  May  the  funtional  specifications  finally, 
after  over  two  years,  were  approved  and  so  we  are  well  beyond  the  functions 
specifications.     My  assessment,  and  again  it's  a  preliminary  assessment, 
indicates  that  90%  of  the  coding— 90%  of  the  programs,  (there  are  some  400 
programs  involved  in  the  system)  and  that  90%  of  them  have  been  completed  and 
that  over  50%  of  the  unit  testing  of  those  programs— and  what  unit  testing  is, 
is  the  first  testing  of  whether  or  not  the  programs  do  what  they  are  intended 
to  do,  over  50%  of  the  unit  testing  is  complete.     It's  that  deliverable— the 
unit  tested  programs  that  the  City  alleges  has  caused  SCT  to  be  in  default. 
It's  our  view  that  while  I  would  agree  with  the  City  staff  that  the  August 
date  for  delivery  of  the  unit  tested  code  was  missed,  that  they  were  excusable 
delays  under  the  forfeiture  provisions  of  the  contract  that  we  have  with  the 
City  and  that  SCT  is  not  in  default.     Did  I  answer  your  questions 
sufficiently,  sir? 

PRESIDENT  LEE:     I  have  a  question  relating  to  the  options  you 
mentioned  about  the  possibility  to  work  out  this  agreement  or  cancel  in  a 
friendly  way  in  arbitration.     I'm  not  going  to  hold  you  to  the  conditions  that 
you  might  mention  but  I  would  like  to  know  conclusively  how— what  kind  of 
structure  in  each  of  the  options  which  you  see  your  position  is? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:    Well  obviously  one  alternative  is  for  us,  the  City 
and  whoever  is  the  negotiator  over  the  next  two  weeks  for— on  behalf  of  the 
City  and  me,  who  will  be  the  negotiator  for  SCT;  one  solution  that  we  could 
come  to  is  that  under  equally  agreeable  terms,  dates  and  perhaps  some 
additional  funding  to  accommodate  the  impact  of  the  action  that  the  City  has 
taken  and  the  delays  that  that's  caused,  and  have  SCT  proceed  to  competition 
with  the  contract. 
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PRESIDENT  LEE:      So,   the  first  option  would  be  time  and  money, 
principally? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     Right.     Well,  the  first  option  would  be  have  SCT 
complete  the  contract,  ask  their  contractors  for  the  discussion  items  between 
SCT  and  the  City  would  be,  and  in  what  time  frame  now.    We  would  need  a  new 
set  of  dates  and  at  what  additional  cost,  if  any,  for  the  City. 

PRESIDENT  LEE:     But  about  the  second  option  of  cancelation,  what  would 
you  see  as  impending  conditions  for  settlement? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:    A  second  option  would  be  for  the  City  and  SCT  to 
mutually  agree  that  the  contract  be  terminated  but  under  terms  that  are 
mutually  agreeable.    An  example  of  the  areas  that  I  think  are  at  issue 
is— I've  mentioned,  sir,  that  SCT  has  invested  $4  million  so  far.     I'd  be 
happy  to  show  the  or  allow  any  City  auditor  or  anyone  at  your  discretion  to 
audit  that  expense.     So  I  think  given  that  a  substantial  amount  of  work  has 
been  completed,  it  is  our  belief  that  the  project  is  85  to  90%  complete;  so 
one  alternative  would  be  for  us  to  agree— the  City  and  SCT  to  agree  that  SCT's 
involvement  would  cease  at  a  logical  point— perhaps  right  now  is  the  logical 
point,  and  that  the  final  implementation,  the  final  testing  and  any  further 
activities  associated  with  the  implementation  of  this  system  would  be  done  by 
the  City  or  at  least  under  the  control  of  the  City  through  some  other 
contractors,  and-but  that  SCT  would  receive  compensation,  fair  compensation 
for  the  work  product  that  we  have  completed.     It  is  our  view  that  having  spent 
$4  million  and  being  in  our  view  85  to  90%  complete  with  the  work  effort,  that 
for  the  City  to  terminate  the  agreement  and  expect  to  own  the  software,  the 
intellectual  rights  associated  with  it,  and  not  make  any  payment  to  SCT  for 
that  work  is  unfair  and  that  would  not  be  a  satisfactory  alternative.  The 
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amount  of  the  payment  is  something  that  I  think  the  City  and  SCT  would  have  to 
look  at  and  negotiate.     There  are  other  possibilities  but  I  think  those  are 
the  primary  ones. 

Frankly,  I  guess  I  would  submit  to  you  that  perhaps  a  negotiated 
termination  with  a  fair  payment  to  SCT  for  the  work  done  may  be  ultimately  in 
the  best  interest  of  both  SCT  and  the  City.     I  say  that  not  because  my  company 
doesn't  want  to  complete  this  project  but  I  say  it  because  I  think 
particularly  with  the  action  that  the  City  staff  has  taken  that  the  people 
relationships  amongst  the  individuals  involved,  both  on  the  side  of  the  City 
and  on  the  side  of  SCT,  have  become  strained  to  the  point  that  it  would 
perhaps  be  very  difficult  for  that  same  team  to  successfully  go  forward. 
If  a  decision  was  made  for  SCT  to  complete  the  project,  one  of  the  things  that 
both  sides  might  want  to  look  at  is  some  change  in  the  players— some  change  in 
the  people  that  are  directly  involved  because  I  fear  that  having  made  a 
recommendation  to  terminate  the  contract,  if  the  Commission  were  to  choose  not 
to  accept  that  recommendation  that  it  would  be  very  difficult  for  us  to 
satisfy  those  individuals  in  the  future.     It  has  been  very  difficult  for  us  to 
satisfy  those  individuals  In  the  past  and  it  is  reflected  by  the  $4  million 
that  we  have  spent. 

COMMISSONER  BUELL:    Mr.  Chamberlain  you  mentioned  earlier  that  you 
thought  that  it  was  SCT  that  recommended  a  new  system  originally  or 
participated  in  the  decision  to  recommend  a  new  system? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     SCT  recommended  to  the  City,  it's  my  understanding, 
and  as  I  said  we've  only  had  a  very  preliminary  look  at  what  amounts  to  a  very 
large  ream  full  of  data  but  the  information  that  I  have,  sir,  indicates  that 
while  we  were  facilities  managers  for  one  of  the  City's  data  centers  and  what  a 
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facilities  manager  does  is  in  effect  operate  that  data  processing  center,  and 
that  computer  room,  that  while  we  were  doing  that  for  the  data  center  that 
served  Muni  and  the  Water  Department  that  we  suggested  to  City  management  that 
the  water  and  sewer  billing  system  that  was  in  place  at  that  time  was  not  a 
satisfactory  system  and  should  be  upgraded  or  changed  and  I  guess  it  was  at 
that  point  that  the  City  decided  that  they  should  go  forward  and  solicit  first 
through  a  Request  for  Information  what  alternatives  were  available  and  then 
subsequently  submitted  a  Request  for  Proposals  to  which  there  were  six  or 
seven  responses. 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     Did  you  have  other  clients  in  San  Francisco  at 
the  time  you  were  doing  the  facilities  management? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:    Not  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge. 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:      I'm  curious  about  that.    We  had  the  contract 
with  you  for  facilities  management  and  then  recommended  a  new  system  for  us, 
and  then  ended  up  getting  the  work  and  then  ended  up  not  being  able  to  perform 
for  whatever  reasons  we  are  trying  to  sort  out  right  now.     Have  you  done  other 
systems  for  water  departments — municipal  water  departments  in  the  country? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:    Not  of  the  water  or  sewer  billing  type  that  I  am 
aware  of  but  let  me  clarify  that  we  did  recommend  a  new  system.  We 
recommended  to  the  City  that  the  existing  system  was  not  satisfactory  and  we 
did  not  participate  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  in  either  the  submission  of 
any  RFI  responses  nor  did  we  submit  a  proposal  in  response  to  the  RFP's.  It 
was  only  at  that — . 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     You  said  you  helped  prepare  the  RFI's? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:  Pardon  me? 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     You  said  you  helped  prepare  the  RFI's  for  the 

City? 
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MR.   CHAMBERLAIN:      I-if  I   said   that   I   perhaps  mis-spoke  myself  because 
I  don't  know  that  we  helped  prepare  them.     I  think  we  worked  with  the  City  in 
identifying  what  sources  they  might  go  to  for  information  in  identifying  who 
they  might  send  the  RFI  to.     We  may  very  well  have  participated  in  the 
development  of  the  RFI  but  I  don't  have  that  information  myself. 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     So  it  turned  out  we  rejected  the  six  or  seven 
vendors  and  then  asked  you  on  a  negotiated  basis  to  do  the  initial  work, 
design  the  program  and  then  implement  it? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:  That  is  my  understanding  and  we  on  that  request 
indicated  that  we  were  not  prepared  to  enter  into  a  contract  for  the  design 
development  and  Implementation  at  that  point  in  time  but  that  we  would  enter 
into  a  contract  that  was  in  depth  the  functional  specification  of  the  system 
and  the  technical  design.  We  did  that  project,  we  completed  it,  and  we  were 
paid  for  it  by  the  City.  The  next  phase— the  next  piece  was  the  programming 
of  that  system  and  that's  the  contract  in  question  now. 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     I'm  trying  to  get  educated  on  this  process.  I'm 
a  little  confused  with  it.    You  hadn't  had  any  experience  in  doing  a  similar 
system  anywhere  but  we  negotiated  with  you  to  do  it  for  us.     We  rejected  the 
seven  vendors,  then  if  I  were  to  be  looking  at  the  records  there  has  been  a 
high  turnover  of  personnel.     I  assume  that  we  are  still  your  only  client  in 
San  Francisco,  is  that  correct? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:    That's  correct. 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     So  from-and  where  are  you  headquartered? 
MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:  Pennsylvania. 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     So  from  Pennsylvania  we  have  been  using  you  for 
facilities  management,  for  materials  management,  and  now  to  design  a  program 
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you  have  never  designed  before,  and  tell  me  about  the  high  turnover  factor.  Is 
that  the  case? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     Well,  first  let  me  say  that  we  don't  have,   to  the 
best  of  my  knowledge,  any  other  relationships  in  San  Francisco.    We  do  have  a 
number  of  other  relationships  in  California.  So- 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:    You  manage  those  from  the  San  Francisco  office? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:    No.. no.    We  have— actually  our  relationships  are 
typically  managed  at  the  site.     So  for  example  at  Butte  County,  which  is  not 
too  far  from  here  but  not  in  San  Francisco,  where  we  have  a  facilities 
management  relationship,  that  effort  has  onsite  management;  that  individual 
reports  to  a  West  Coast  general  manager  who  happens  to  live  in  Texas.     But  the 
point  that  I  would  like  to  make  is  that  we  are  a  nationwide  company  and  have  a 
number  of  contracts  in  California  and  other  West  Coast  locations. 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     The  nature  of  my  question  is  to  try  to  understand 
this;  it  wouldn't  hint  to  the  point  of  the  problem  you  have  as  much  as  we~what 
we  might  have  if  you  were  continued. 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     SGT    to  complete  the  answer,  sir,  SCT  while  to  the 
best  of  my  knowledge  didn't  have  experience  specifically  in  the  development  of 
a  water  and  sewer  billing  system,  we  do  have  much  experience  in  the 
development  of  billing  systems  in  general,  both  in  government  and  in  higher 
education,  and  we  also  have — 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:    Give  me  some  examples  of  the  government  billing 

systems. 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     Well  we  have,  for  example,  a  financial  management 
package  that  includes  a  number  of  financial  oriented  capabilities  that  is 
applicable  to  both — 
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COMMISSIONER  BUELL:      ...you  .ean  government-government  systems? 
MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     I  would-I  would  have  to  get  specific  examples  for 
you  and  I  can  provide  that  too — 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     Is  that  a  major  portion  of  your  work? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:    No,  I  wouldn't  say  that  billing  systems  in 
government  is  a  focus  effort  for  SCT.     Financial  systems-f inancially  oriented 
systems  in  government  is  a  major  focus  for  SCT  and  systems  development  of 
large  computer  systems  of  various  types  for  government  and  higher  education  is 
a  major  focus  effort  for  us. 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:    Tell  me  a  little  bit  about  your  understanding 
of-was  there  high  turnover  or  has  there  been  turnover  in  your  staff  on  this 
project? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     I  would  say  yes,  and  the  reason  that  I  say  that  is 
because  it  is  substantially  higher  than  we  experienced  in  other  places  but  in 
doing  my  evaluation  in  discovery  activities  in  preparing  for  this  meeting  I 
have  to  tell  you  that  the  staff  that  was  associated  with  this  project  was  in 
two  locations.    Approximately  half  of  the  individuals  were  here  in  San 
Francisco  and  half  of  the  individuals  were  in  our  headquarters  location  in 
Pennsylvania  and  over  the  past  year  I  would  agree  with  your  observation  that 
there  has  been  high  turnover  in  the  San  Francisco  based  group.     There  has 
been,  I  believe,  no  turnover  in  the  Pennsylvania  based  group.     I  suspect,  sir, 
that  a  major  factor  in  the  turnover  has  been  the  difficulty  that  the  people 
that  are  interfacing  with  City  staff  have  had,  and  a  number  of  those 
individuals  because  of  the  turnover  in  the  stage  of  completion  that  we  are  at 
in  our  view  with  this  project  are  independent  contractors  and  frankly  their 
attitude  is  I  believe  that  I  don't  have  to  deal  with  this,  I  can  go  somewhere 
else  where  it  is  fun  to  work,  and  that  has  contributed  to  our  turnover  in  the 
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San  Francisco  area,   whereas  in  the  environment  where  they  aren't  interfacing 
with  the  San  Francisco  staff  there  has  been  no  turnover. 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     So  if  I  understand  you  correctly  you  point  the 
finger  at  City  staff  for  the  problems  of  morale  and  attitudes. 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     I  think  that  City  staff  shares  in  that  blame,  sir. 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     Shares-and  you  think  that  SCT  shares  in  it? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     Absolutely. .absolutely.     I  said  at  the  outset  of  my 
remarks  and  I  will  resay  it  now  that  SCT  is  by  no  means  blameless  in  this 
situation.    We  have  made  a  number  of  mistakes,  we  have  made  a  number  of— 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     You  also  characterized  that  you  had  a  bad 
contract  and  the  City  didn't  know  what  they  wanted  and  you  are  *4  million  into 
this  project  and  this  all  proves—. 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     Bad  contract  in  the  sense  that— 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:    We  had  the  advantage. 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     You  got  that  correct. 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     I  guess  I  asked  all  those  questions  because  it 
leads  me  to  a  conclusion  and  somehow  we  have  to  make  a  decision  about  what's 
the  best  interest  of  the  City  and  go  forward  and  I'm  having  a  hard  time  being 
convinced  what  direction,  whether  it  is  the  one  you  recommend  or  not.  What 
can  you  tell  me  that  gives  me  some  satisfaction  if  we  proceed  with  this 
contract,  or  if  we  are  not  going  to  face  similar  problems  with  morale, 
expense,  City  understanding  of  what  the  goals  and  objectives  are,  etc.? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:    As  I  suggested  to  you,  sir,  perhaps  going  forward 
with  SCT  completing  this  project  won't  be  a  satisfactory  resolution.     I  think 
it  is  one  that  should  be  explored.    My  recommendation  to  the  Commission  is 
that  you  direct  SCT  and  the  City  to  attempt  to  resolve  the  issues,  either  by 
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that  path  or  by  some  mutually  agreeable  termination  but   I  don't  think  it's  in 
the  best  interest  of  the  City  to  unilaterally  terminate  the  agreement  because 
frankly  we  believe  that  the  termination  would  be  not  appropriate  and  because 
we  believe  that  we  are  not  in  default.    That  would  leave  us  no  alternative  but 
to  litigate,  having  expended  the  amount  of  money  that  we  expended  and  I 
believe  that  neither  the  City  nor  SCT  will  win  if  this  ends  up  in  litigation. 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     What  I  hear  you  saying  is  you  are  suggesting  that 
we  really  do  structure  a  new  arrangement  and  get  some  settlement  for  the  work 
you  performed.     Isn't  that  what  you  are  suggesting? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:    No,  sir,  I'm  suggesting  that  there  are  a  number  of 

alternatives  that  we  should  explore  together,  one  of  which  is  SCT  completing 

the  project— one  of  which  is  a  mutually  agreeable  termination  with  some 

payment  for  the  work  performed.    Other  alternatives  as  well.     I'm  not  prepared 

to  make  a  recommendation  other  than  the  one  that  I  have  made  which  is  that  the 

Commission  not  accept  the  recommendation  to  terminate  for  cause.     Obviously  I 

can't  agree  with  that  because  I  don't  think  there  is  cause. 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     One  final  question.     Tell  me  again  your  role  with 
the  company. 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     I'm  Vice  President  of  the  Systems  Integration 
Division.     The  company  is,  is  divided  essentially  into  two  delivery  divisions; 
one  is  the  division  that  performs  facilities  management  functions  and  runs 
data  centers  for  local  government  and/or  colleges  and  universities.     The  other 
is  the  division  that  develops  and  implements  software  packaged  products.  It 
is  a  custom  system  development  such  as  in  this  case,  it  provides 
telecommunications  related  services  and  a  number  of  other  kinds.    I  have 
responsibility  for  that  latter  division. 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     Thank  you.

PRESIDENT  LEE:     I  have  no  further  questions  but  would  like  to  opt 
other  Commissioners. 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:    Mr.  Chamberlain,  how  long  have  you  been  with  the 
company  in  the  capacity  which  you  are  now  employed? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     Slightly  over  one  year.     I  joined  the  company 
September  16  of  last  year. 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     You  started  with  the  company  at  that  time. 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     Yes,  sir. 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:    And  you  have  been  in  the  same  position  for  a 
period  of  one  year? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     Yes,  sir. 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     Could  you  briefly  tell  the  Commission  the  stray 
from  the  scope-can  you  define  what  came  into  the  scope  of  work  which  was 
foreign  apparently  to  you  and  to  us. 

Mr.  CHAMBERLAIN:     Yes.  I  came  in  at  a  high  level  and  again  I  think 
that  there  is  a  lot  of  work  to  be  done  to  identify  it  in  its  totality  but  the 
initial  contract  contemplated  a  programming  and  implementation  of  a  system 
that  was  functionally  specified  in  the  original  $370,000  engagement  which  was 
successfully  completed.    The  conclusion  that  I  come  to  as  I  look  at  what  scope 
changes  have  occurred  is-I've  taken  that  original  design  and  looked  at  that 
and  compared  it  to  the  current  functional  specifications  as  they  exist  today 
and  if  I  can  just  look  into  my  notes  I  can  give  you  facts  specifically—. 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:    That's  sufficient,  I  got  the  information.    Let  me 
ask  just  one  other  question.     That's  all  Mr.  Chairman,  sorry  that's  my  last 
question. 

COMMISSIONER  STATEN:     I  have  a  couple  of  questions.    You  stated 
earlier  that  you  assumed  the  expense  of  redefining  the  functional 
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^uirements.      How  involved  was   the   City  staff   in   that  work  with   you?      That  i 
something  that  should  be  considered  in  our  decision. 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     Cannot  be  done  without  very  heavy  involvement  on  th 
part  of  City  staff-daily  face-to-face  involvement.     You  can't  define 
functional  specifications  for  users  without  daily  intermittence  with  the 
users.     The  difficulty  that  we  had  as  we  have  gone  through  that  process 
is-just  to  give  you  a  flavor  for  acts  of  frustration  that  both  the  City  and 
SCT  have  experienced,  we  would  talk  to  the  users,  talk  to  City  staff,  develop 
a  functional  specification  for  a  particular  module  and  submit  that  module  to 
City  staff  for  approval;  City  staff  would  review  it  and  return  it  to  us 
rejected  indicating  that  items  AB&C  were  omitted  and  needed  to  be  included  in 
the  design.    We  would  rework  that  design  and  include  AB&C  and  submit  it  back 
to  the  City  staff  for  approval,  and  as  you  might  expect  we  expected  approval 
because  it  had  already  been  through  one  review.    We  had  responded  to  items 
A,B&C  but  what  we  would  get  back  and  in  some  cases  had ...  OK ,  AB&C  are  properly 
done,  however  there  is  items  DE&F,  and  the  frustration  is  that  this  constant 
reiterative  cycle  where  every  rejection  uncovers  new  areas  that  weren't 
mentioned  in  the  previous  review  and  it's  a  never  ending  reiterative  cycle 
that  is  very  frustrating  certainly  for  us  and  I  believe  is  the  fact  for  the 
City  staff. 

COMMISSIONER  STATEN:    Was  that  unusual? 
MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:  Yes. 

COMMISSIONER  STATEN:     I  mean,  you  had  not  experienced  that  degree  of 
frustration  with  problems  in  other  contracts  with  the  government? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     That  is  correct.    That  is  unusual.    Normally. ..a 
normal  process  would  be  a  vendor  would  submit  the  deliverable,  the  deliverable 
would  be  reviewed  by  the  reviewer  for  approval,  the  individual-the  individual 
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would  submit  back  those  areas  that  were  unacceptable,   corrections  would  be 
made  and  if  those  corrections  were  made  appropriately  the  design-the  effort 
would  then  be  approved.     In  most  cases,  It's  quite  unusual  to  be  in  an 
environment  where  there  is  constant  reiteration  where  with  each  reiteration 
new  areas  are  uncovered.     It  is  very  difficult  to  control  from  a  project 
management  standpoint  as  you  can  imagine.    We  also  have  experienced  the 
situation  where  we  got  to  the  point  of  just  becoming  so  frustrated  with  that 
process  that  we  had  to  implement-actually  we  had  to  follow  our  change  In 
control  processes  and  as  I  mentioned  earlier  did  I  believe  that  SCT  was  at 
blame  and  I  think  one  of  the  things  where  we  had  not  done  our  job  well  is 
standing  up  and  saying  "no",  and  saying  this  is  outside  of  the  scope,  this  is 
not  appropriate,  you  can't  do  this  in  your  fashion  and  you  haven't  done  a  good 
job  with  that.    We  finally  got  to  the  point  where  that  point  was  made  and  all 
change  requests  were  procedurally  to  go  through  only  the  project  manager  and 
unfortunately  when  the  project  manager  would  reject  those  change  requests  the 
City  staff  would  sometime  go  around  the  project  manager  to  the  individual 
contributors  on  the  project  and  ask  them  to  include  those  changes.    It  is  very 
difficult  to  control  a  project  both  from  a  time  standpoint  and  a  money 
standpoint  when  the  project  manager  in  the  processes  for  change  and  change 
control  and  approval  processes  are  not  adhered  to. 

COMMISSIONER  STATEN :    Let  me  ask  you  a  question.     I  understand  that 
you  may  not  be  prepared  to  answer  this  or  you  may  not  want  to  answer  this 
right  now  but  one  of  the  options  that  you  mentioned  was  to  negotiate 
completion  of  the  work  with  some  amount  of  compensation. 
MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:  Yes. 

COMMISSIONER  STATEN:    We  may  need  to  bring  up  a  supplemental  for  an 
additional  amount  of  money.     Do  you  have  any  sense  at  all  of  the  size  of  that? 
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MR.   CHAMBERLAIN:     I  guess  I  would  prefer  not  to  address  that  in  terms 
of  dollar  amount;  we  believe  that  the  project  is  85  to  90%  complete,  I  can 
tell  you  that  90%  of  the  coding  effort,   in  other  words  there  are  some  400 
programs  that  are  specified  and  there  are,  I  believe,  357  of  those  that  are 
complete.     The  remainder  of  the  programming  effort  we  believe  can  be  done  in  a 
reasonably  short  period  of  time.     The  unit  testing  of  those  400  programs  is 
over  50%  complete.     The  items  remaining  to  be  done  after  the  unit  testing  of 
those  400  programs  are  functional  testing,  training  of  the  City's  staff  and 
use  of  the  system,  parallel  testing,  meaning  running  the  old  system  and  the 
new  system  in  parallel  for  a  period  time  to  be  sure  that  it  works 
appropriately  and  then  finally  cut  over  into  a  like  environment. 

So  a  part  of  our  frustration  frankly  is  that  we  believe  we  tried  on  an 
ongoing  basis  to  use  our  best  efforts  and  we  spent  our  funds  to  complete  this 
project  successfully.    We  are  very  close  to  the  end  and  now  this  situation  has 
occurred.    We  don't  understand  why,  unless  it  was  an  effort  to  not  pay  SCT,  we 
received  only  $170,000  on  this  contract  and  expended  $4  million  so,  from  a 
financial  standpoint  we  at  least  have  to  explore  the-the  rationale  as  it  is 
associated  with  the  financial  areas  but  to  answer  your  question  specifically  I 
think  that  we  would  need  to  sit  down  with  the  City,  agree  upon  some  reasonable 
completion  percentage  and  then-that  we  could  both  mutually  agree  to,  and  then 
having  done  that  I  would  think  that  a  proportional  share  of  the  contract  value 
would  be  a  fair  payment. 

PRESIDENT  LEE:    Let  me  follow-„hat  is  the  question?    Because  as 
advised  you-you  say  it  is  so  near  completion  yet  you  don't  think  to  continue 
with  the  contract  is  a  viable  or  better  solution.    I  don't  question  but  that 
this  is  the  fact. 
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MR.   CHAMBERXA1N:     Mr.   President,   the  reason-first  of  all  !  don.t  kno„ 
that  it  is  not  a  good  option.     I  have  suggested  that  as  one  of  several 
possible  mutually  agreeable  alternatives  that  SCT  and  the  City  might  arrive 
at.    What  I  did  say  is  that  perhaps  given  those  negotiations  and  discussions 
that  we  might  agree  that  the  best  alternative  is  for  SCT  not  to  continue  the 
last  phase  of  the  project  and  frankly  the  basis  for  that  is  the  people  that 
are  involved  in  this  situation  are  human  beings-they  are  people  and  they  have 
feelings  and  frustrations  and  the  project  team  is  very  frustrated,  and  the 
project  team's  morale  is  very  low  and  the  turnover  that  Mr.  Buell  mentioned 
earlier  is  an  issue  for  us;  and  the  reason  for  that  turnover  is  that  constant 
frustration,  the  feeling  that  this  project  is  a  unsolvable  problem  for  whoever 
works  on  it.    We  have  had  at  least  four  successful  project  managers  who  in  the 
past-in  other  words  they  get  a  track  record  of  success  historically-who  have 
been  involved  as  project  managers  In  this  project  over  its  course  and  who  each 
of  them,  I  believe  that  if  you  questioned  them,  would  say  that  as  a  result  of 
this  project  their  careers  had  been  significantly  impacted  negatively,  that 
they  had  a  good  track  record  of  positive  performance,  and  as  a  result  of  this 
project  that  in  lack  of  success  that  they  were  able  to  achieve  that  their 
careers  had  been  negatively  impacted.    One  inappropriate  project  manager  or 
one  bad  decision  with  respect  to  a  project  manager,  I  guess  I  could  agree  with 
as  a-as  a  possibility  that  would  be  uninfluenced  by  the  situation  and  the 
environment  but  I  think  four  people  with  successful  track  records  who  have 
been  consistently  unable  to  resolve  the  situation  successfully  is  more  than 
circumstance  would  convict  them. 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:    Le  me  get  back  to  the  economics  of  it,  if  that  is 
part  of  the  proposal.    The  *4  million  which  your  company  has  expended  Is 
extraneous  to  the  contract. 
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MR.   CHAMBERLAIN:      That's   right.      Well   it,    let  me   finish  your 
Item — extraneous  to — 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:  Well  let  me  see  if  I  can  tell  you  what  I  mean. 
MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:  OK. 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     You  signed  a  contract  for  $1,030,000. 
MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:    Yes,  sir. 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     I  believe  you  to  be  factual  that  your  company  has 
spent  $4  million  over  the  size  of  the  contract. 
MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:    Yes,  sir. 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:    Are  you  implying  that's  a  portion  of  the  written 
document  that  you  expect  to  recover? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:    No,  sir.     I'm  saying  that  we  have  a  contract  to 
deliver  a  system  for  $1,030 ,000-that  we  expected  would  cost  us  in  the  range 
of  $800,000  to  deliver  and  that  we  have  now  spent  $4  million  instead  of 
$800,000. 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     So  the  $4  million  sits  on  the  back  burner.  If 
you  completed  this  contract  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  City  you  would  expect 
to  only  collect  a  $1,030,000. 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:    That's  correct  up  to  this  point  in  time. 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     Well,  I  want  to  be  sure  that  we  are  saying  the 
same  thing.      I  think  you  earlier  said  that  $4  million  that  you  were  expending 
with  the  thought  in  mind  that  it  would  look  you  would  do  something  to  market 
this  product  down  the  line  to  others  to  recover  the  excess  money  that  you  had 
spent. 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:    That  really  isn' t  the  motivator .     The  motivator  of 
us  spending  the  $4  million  is  to  deliver  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco- 
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COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:      But   you  were  looking  in  the   crystal   ball,    I  think 
I   heard  you  say,   as  to  what  you  would  do  in  the  future  of  the  marketing. 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN :     At-at  one  point  as  a  business  man  I  do  a  quick 
mathematical  calculation  and  see  rather  than  it  coming  in  at  $1  million, 
expense  going  out  at  *4  million,  and  say  why  would  any  individual  want  to  do 
that  without  some  other  information  or  some  other  circumstance  and  the  data 
that  went  into  that  decision,  and  it  wasn't  my  decision,  it  was  another 
individual's  decision,  but  as  I  understand  it  the  data  that  went  into  that 
decision  was  we  did  have  a  contractual  commitment  to  the  City,  we  did  have  a 
good  positive  past  relationship;  local  government  is  one  of  our  two-only  two 
vertical  markets  and  we  cannot  afford  a  bad  reputation  in  one  of  our  two 
vertical  markets  so  in  an  effort  to  implement  the  system  that  both  the  City 
needed  and  we  were  developing  in  the  hopes  that  we  would  end  up  with  a  good 
recommendation  from  the  City  of  San  Francisco  as  opposed  to  a  bad  and  with  the 
possibility  of  recovering  at  least  some  of  the  $3  million  excess  expenditure 
by  a  further  retail  of  the  system.    We  explored  that  as  an  alternative  and  in 
an  amendment  that  was  established  some  six  months  ago  the  City  and  SCT 
clarified  what  each  party's  rights  were  under  that  scenario.     That  is  not  a 
significant  item  to  me.     I  can  tell  you  now  that  if  that  is  an  issue  to  the 
City  of  San  Francisco  I  will  be  more  than  happy  to  forgo  the  resale  rights  of 
that  software  in  lieu  of  some  other  compensatory  item.     It  is  not  a  big  thing, 
I  guess  that  is  what  I  was  saying-not  a  big  thing  to  our  future  but  frankly  I 
hope  that  we  can  recover  some  of  the  investment-I' m  not  counting  on  it. 
PRESIDENT  LEE:    Commissioner  Toupin— 

COMMISSIONER  TOUPIN:    Let  me  ask  your  professional  opinion  about-you 
know  the  complexity  of  this  system  as  it  is  today  being  80  or  90%  complete. 
How  difficult  is  it  for  new  people  to  come  in  and  finish  up  the  project,  given 
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this  complexity  whatever   it  is,   successfully?     How  difficult   is  that?      Is  it 
much  more  difficult?     Is  it  about  the  same?  Or  what,  as  if  you  continued  or 
whatever? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     I  guess  it  would  depend  upon  who  the  new  people 
were.     If  they  were  people  who  had  absolutely  no  visibility  to  the  project 
historically  and  had  no  involvment  with  the  project  over  the  past  three  years, 
I  think  clearly  it  would  be  more  difficult  for  them  to  complete  it  than  it 
would  be  for  either  SCT  to  complete  it  or  some  other  approach,  such  as  the 
City  completing  it  themselves.     I  think  that  given  the  stage  that  the  project 
is  at  that  it's  not  unreasonable  to  look  to  the  City  staff  to  take  over  the 
project  at  this  stage  and  complete  it.    Many  of  the  City  staff  has  been 
involved  in  the  system  development  over  some  period  of  time  and  are  familiar 
with  it.    There  are  also  a  number  of  independent  contractors  that  are 
currently  under  contract  to  us  that  would  be  available  to  the  City  staff  if 
that  were  the  path  that  were  chosen.     But  it  is  very  difficult  to  answer  your 
question  in  a  black  or  white  sense  because  it  would  depend  upon  whether  the 
turnover  from  SCT  to  the  City  were  a  cooperative  one  where  we  work  together 
hand  in  hand  to  make  it  work  or  whether  it  was  one  that  was  in  dispute.  For 
example,  if  you  look  at  the  contract  it's  in  our  opinion  the  intellectual 
property  rights  reside  with  us  unless  the  project  is  either  completed 
satisfactorily  and,  I'm  sorry,  unless  the  project  is,  the  contract  is 
terminated  for  cause— for  default  in  which  case  the  intellectual  property 
rights  transfer  to  the  City.    As  I  have  indicated  to  you,  SCT  maintains  that 
we  have  not  defaulted,  that  the  delay  In  deliverables  is  an  excusable  delay 
and,  so  we  would  contend  that  the  intellectual  property  rights  at  this  point 
remain  with  SCT.     Given  that  and  given  a  unsatisfactory  or  a  conclusion 
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of  this   that  was   not  mutually  agreeable  we  would  maintain  that   we  own  the 
software  and  any  activity  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  continue  with  the  project 
or  utilize  that  software  would  be  inappropriate  and  we  would  exercise  whatever 
efforts  were  necessary  to  sustain  our  rights.     I  think  it  is  important  that 
any  resolution  with  us  be  a  mutually  agreeable  resolution  if  the  City  is 
depending  on  implementing  the  system. 

COMMISSIONER  LEE:     Excuse  me— it  yours- 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     You  mentioned  that  there  were  four  project 
managers  that  came  in  contact  with  this  project  in  one  way  or  another  and 
their  reputations  or  their  careers  were  altered  adversely  by  that. 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:  Yes. 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     One  of  the  pieces  of  information  I  have  In  front 
of  me  and  I'm  just  going  to  read  it  to  you  and  I  want  you  to  respond  to  it, 
says-  "The  third  of  four  project  managers  decided  that  SCT's  initial  two  years 
worth  of  work  had  been  headed  in  the  wrong  direction  and  he  wrote  off  all  the 
work  to  date  on  the  specifications,  data  base  design  and  programs,  and  began 
fresh  thereby  substantially  increasing  the  length  of  the  contract.     The  data 
base  design  developed  under  this  project  manager  was  dumped  on  the  fourth 
project  manager,  necessitating  modifications  in  the  program  associated  with 
that  data  base."    Does  that  resemble  fact  or  fiction? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     I  guess  I  would  need  more  specifics  to  respond 
directly  to  your  findings  but  I  can  tell  you  that  in  February  of  1986  that  it 
was  determined  that  the  functional  specifications  that  had  been  created  as 
part  of  the  initial  agreement  was  not  a  point  to  satisfy  the  City's  needs 
because  the  City's  needs  had  changed  from  our  perspective  and— 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:    And  it  would  have  satisfied  the  original  needs? 
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MR.    CHAMBERLAIN:      Well,   all   I   can  say,    sir,    is   that   the  contract  was  a 
a  separate  entity,   that  we  have  been  paid  for  the  work  performed  under  that 
contract  and  that  there  was  a  deliverable  and  if  it  wasn't  acceptable  or  at 
least  acceptable  with  some  minor  reservations  then  we  certainly  were  not  made 
aware  of  it  through  any  notification  on  the  part  of  the  City  or  lack  of 
payment  for  the  work  performed. 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     Well  this  implies  that  two  years  worth  of  work 
was  tossed  out  by  the  third  project  manager. 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     I  think  that  you  are  dealing,  sir,  with  a  small 
piece  of  information  that  is  one  individual  perhaps  or  a  particular  unit's 
perspective  and  that  those  are  the  kinds  of  issues  that  would  be  explored 
either  in  binding  arbitration  or  litigation. 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     Well,  but  we  may  not  get  that  far.     We  may  be  in 
a  position  to  make  a  decision  that  precludes  ever  going  to  that  recommendation 
so  to  try  and  get  at  some  of  those  more  extreme  statements  you  made  the  case 
that  their— made  the  case  of  the  four  projects  managers,  that  their  careers 
were  somehow  altered  in  a  negative  fashion— in  a  negative  way  by  being 
involved  in  this  project,  and  that  you  had  a  bad  contract  and  you  had  spent  $4 
million  more  than  you  ever  expected  to  spend  on  this  thing  and  somehow 
we're— you  know  the  implications  you  said  were  while  you  had  some 
responsibility  for  this,  that  the  City  didn't  know  what  they  were  doing  except 
changing  the  ground  rules  on  you  and  that  there  has  been  a  difficult  personnel 
problem  in  the  interfacing  and  low  morale,  and  a  whole  variety  of  things. 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     That's  true,  sir. 

COMMISSIONER  BUELL:     ....and  so  if  we  make  a  decision,  which  I  think 
we  are  inclined  to  do  today,  it  may  preclude  arbitration,  so  getting  at  what 
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are   the  nature   of  those  allegations  and  would   the   problems  associated  with  the 
contract  help  us  in  making  that  decision?     What  doesn't  seem  very  small  to  me, 
you  had  four  project  managers  and  one-the  third  one  tosses  out  two  years  worth 
of  work.     It  seems  like  that  contributes  to  the  delays  and  cost  overruns  at 
your  end. 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     What  I  mean  by  small  is  not  the  event  that  a  decision 
was  made  that  a  functional  specification  effort  had  to  be  redone.     I  agree  that 
that  is  a  large  decision.     I  think  that  the  way  in  which  it  has  been  depicted 
to  you,  which  is  a  single  individual  had  cavalierly  single  handily  made  this 
decision,  threw  away  two  years  of  work  and  whatever  that  represented  in  terms 
of  expense  to  SCT  and  proceeded  down  a  path  that  was  not  reviewed  by  SCT 
management  and  concurred  with,  is  just  not  true.    Our  project  managers  do  not 
have  the  authority  to  make  that  kind  of  a  decision  without  appropriate 
management  review.    The  point  in  question  that  you're  discussing,  I  believe,  is 
the  February  '86  time  frame  when  the  project  to  that  point  in  time  had  been 
incurring  great  difficulty  in  progressing  successfully,  was  not  meeting  the 
needs  of  the  City,  and  a  decision  had  to  be  made  as  to  whether  or  not  the  best 
approach  was  to  continue  to  modify  and  try  to  make  the  original  functional 
specifications  meet  the  needs  of  the  City  or  whether  it  was  better  to  start  in 
effect  with  a  clean  slate— start  from  scratch  and  hear  the  needs  of  the  City 
and  try  to  agree  with  the  specifications  that  met  those  needs.     Now  frankly  I 
believe— again  I  think  that  there  is  alot  of  discovery  that's  yet  to  be  done 
in  this  situation  but  I  think  it's  at  least  plausible  to  me,  sir,  that  that 
kind  of  decision  and  that  approach  could  not  have  been  accomplished,  with  at 
least  tacit  approval  and  concurrence  on  the  part  of  the  City.     The  City  is 
operating  with  us  daily,  interlinked  and  in  daily  interaction  with  us  on  this 
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project   and   I   think   it's  unlikely  that   SCT  could  capriciously  make  the 
decision  to  take  a  whole  new  direction  without  if  not  formal  written 
concurrence  and  that  may  exist     I  don't  know  but  I  don't  know  that  it  does 
either  so  I  would  say  that  at  least  it  seems  to  me  plausible  that  the  City 
passively  agreed  that  that  was  probably  an  appropriate  approach  because  they 
continued  to  work  with  us  on  a  daily  basis  along  that  approach. 
COMMISSIONER  LEE:     Any  further  questions? 

COMMISSIONER  TOUPIN:     It  strikes  me  that  given  all  the  circumstances 
granted,  but  of  course  obviously  we  don't  have  all  the  discovery  but  it  is 
worthwhile,  to  try  to  reach  some  kind  of  amicable  understanding  between  the 
City  and  your  firm.     I  therefore  think  it's  a  good  idea— two  weeks  isn't  going 
break  this  thing—and  that  we  ought  to  make  that  effort  because  there  is  no 
reason  that  we  want  to— we  want  this  job  done  properly  but  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  City  let  us  explore  the  possibility  that  has  been  mentioned 
here  in  a  two  week  time  frame— that  would  be  motion  on  my  part. 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     Commissioner  let  me— I'll  second  the  motion—but 
let  me  just  ask  two  questions.     In  the  two  week  period  and  most  certain  I 
agree— are  you  talking  about  a  meeting  between  your  company  and  our  staff, 
without  an  arbitrator? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     In  a  two  week  period,  yes,  sir. 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     There  would  be  no  cost  to  either  party  on  that 
side, — out-of-pocket  costs? 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:    No  there  are  not.    Most  traveling  and  other  expenses 
associated  with  

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     I'm  sure  yours  is  higher  because  you  have  spent 
*4  million  over  and  above  the  contract.     I  just  wanted  to  be  sure  we  don't  owe 
any  part  of  that.

MR.   CHAMBERLAIN:      No.      I'm  not  going  to  send  you  a  bill   for  our 
negotiations. 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     Then  I'll  second  the  motion. 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     But  I  would  like  to  Include  or  refresh  my  original 
recommendation,  and  that  be  that  the  Commission  direct  us  not  only  to  enter 
into  that  negotiation  and  try  to  arrive  at  a  mutually  agreeable  settlement 
over  the  next  two  week  period  of  time  but  that  if  we're  not  successful  in 
doing  that  that  we  also  agree  today  that  the  recourse  is  arbitration. 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     One  moment  I'm  sorry,  I  only  seconded  two  weeks 
negotiations;  you  go  from  there  if  you  are  in  a  position— I  don't  think  you 
can  force  the  matter — 

COMMISSIONER  TOUPIN:     The  matter  on  arbitration  I  think  would  be 
something  that  would  arise  subsequently  if  you  were  unable  to  reach  an 
amicable  forward  working  approach. 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     It  would  come  back  to  the  Commission—. 

COMMISSIONER  TOUPIN:    We  would  come  back  to  the  Commission  for  this. 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     I'm  simply  trying  to  expedite  the  process  because  I 
know  that  this  Commission  is— is  difficult  to  act  thus  and  as  time  goes  on  not 
only  do  the  people  that  have  been  involved  in  this  project  become  more  at 
risk,  in  other  words  the  people  that  know  about  the  project  may  go  away  but 
also  there  is,  while  having  them  assigned  to  this  pro ject— there  is  ongoing 
cost;  but  I  hear  what  you  are  saying,  it  is  just  my  recommendation,  sir. 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:    You  presuppose  that  two  weeks  is  not  going  to 
work  out  so  you  wanted  to  fold  in  something. 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     No,  I'm — 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:    Let's  go  with  the  motion  as  made.     I'm  only 
seconding  the  motion. — 
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PRESIDENT  LEE:      The  motion   has   been  made,   approved  and  accepted.  Let 
me,  before  we  vote  on  the  motion,  I  would  like  to  ask  the  staff  to  make  a 
statement  regarding  the  proceedings  here  so  far— 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     Commissioner,  I  think  it's  out  of  order.  You 
have  to  do  the  motion  before  the  Commission — 

PRESIDENT  LEE:     But  I--with  us  deciding  how  to  vote  one  way  or  the 

other. 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     Well  then  you  must  withdraw  the  motion.     I  don't 
think  it's  fair  to  be  speaking  of  whether  or  not  we  should  go  for  two  weeks. 
That's  a  policy  decision  on  behalf  of  the  Commission.     It  is  a  policy  matter 
now.     It  is  not  staff  interfacing.     We  are  all  saying  in  the  motion,  I  see 
counsel  bowing  his  head,  that  we  are  making  the  motion  to  go  two  weeks  forward 
and  that  it  will  not  impact  nor  it  should  not  because  that's  not  a  question. 
It's  a  policy  decision— I  think  you  should  carry  the  motion  and  then  listen  to 
whatever  you  want  to. 

PRESIDENT  LEE:    A  motion  has  been  placed  and  seconded.    Those  who 
favor  the  motion  please  signify  by  saying  "aye". 

COMMISSIONERS:  Aye. 

PRESIDENT  LEE:    Opposed?    So  ordered.    Now  I  would  like  to  invite 
staff  to  make  a  statement  regarding  the  procedure  or  whatever  you  want  to  say 
is  fine  but  I  would  caution  the  staff  that  we  will  be  going  into  executive 
session  on  this  matter  after  this  meeting  and  any  legal  -  on  the  advice  of  the 
City  Attorney  -  any  legal  matter  should  not  be  discussed  on  a  public  basis  but 
a  general  statement  would  be  satisfactory. 

MR.  JENSEN:    Mr.  President  and  Commissioners,  I  would  like  to  hold  our 
comments  until  the  executive  session;  I  think  that  is  appropriate  in  this 
case.     It  certainly  can  be  raised.    I  guess  I  would  like  to  take  a  personal 
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risk  here  and  say  that  I  had  hoped  that  a  motion  of  any  kind  would  have  waited 
until  that  executive  session  but  we  will — 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     Let  me  say  to  you,  this  Commission  can  abolish 
its  motion  in  the  same  fashion  it  made  them  and  just  as  quickly. 

PRESIDENT  LEE:     Is  that  it?    Any  comments  by  the  Commissioners? 
Otherwise  the  meeting  is  adjourned.    We  will  now  go  into  executive  session. 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     Excuse  me.     I  have  two  questions,  if  I  might.  One 
is,  is  it  appropriate  for  SCT  to  be  invited  to  the  executive  session? 
PRESIDENT  LEE:     It  would  not  be. 

MR.  CHAMBERLAIN:     I  would  like  to  at  least  let  the  record  reflect  that 
SCT  would  like  to  be  invited  and  that  we've  not  been.     Secondly,  as  I 
understand  it  you  have  instructed  us  to  enter  into  negotiations  to  try  to 
mutually  resolve  this  issue.     Could  you  give  me  the  name  of  the  individual 
that  you  are  directing  me  to  interface  with  in  those  negotiations? 

COMMISSIONER  FLYNN:     Who  will  be  representing  the  City  is  what  he  is 

asking. 

GENERAL  MANAGER  BIRRER:     It  will  be  the  general  manager  of  the  Water 
Department. 

PRESIDENT  LEE:     The  general  manager  of  the  Water  Department,  Mr.  Jim 

Cooney.

Report  of  the  General  Manager 

Mr.  James  Cooney,  Acting  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities, 
reported  that  the  Commission's  bonding  agent  is  no  longer  dealing  in 
municipal  bonds.     Mr.  Anson  Moran,  Assistant  General  Manager, 
Finance,  stated  that  the  Commission  had  selected  the  firm  of  Solomon 
Brothers  to  underwrite  the  possible  refunding  of  Water  Department 
revenue  bonds.     Solomon  Brothers  is  reorganizing,  scaling  back  its 
operations  and  getting  out  of  the  municipal  bond  business.  The 
Commission  had  selected  a  team  of  several  firms.     Shearson  Lehman 
Brothers,  a  member  of  the  team,  is  in  position  to  take  over  as  lead 
underwriter.     The  team  represents  both  locally  based  and  nationwide 
firms  and  will  be  quite  capable  of  marketing  and  underwriting  the 
bonds . 


At  2:18  P.M.  Vice  President  Staten  was  excused.

Mr.  Jaimie  Levin,  Director,  Community  Affairs,  stated  that  Mr. 
Koppelman  submitted  a  letter  of  protest  regarding  this  contract. 
Mr.  Charles  Koppelman  of  Koppelman  &  Associates,  stated  that  he  was 
protesting  regarding  procedural  questions.     He  said  that  his  firm 
received  the  top  numerical  score  before  the  5%  for  Women  Business 
Enterprise  ( WBE )  was  applied  to  N  Graphic,  resulting  in  a  score  of 
339.30  for  N  Graphic,   compared  to  339.15  for  his  firm.     He  pointed 
out  that  his  firm  had  done  work  for  the  Municipal  Railway  since 
1981.     This  is  the  first  year   that  the  work  was  put  out  to  bid.  He 
said  that  he  believed  the  process  was  flawed  because  the  materials 
in  the  Request  for  Proposals   ( RFP )  did  not  include  the  rules  and 
regulations  for  how  affirmative  action,  WBE/MBE  points  were  to  be 
allocated.     It  only  included  the  regulation  as  adopted. 
Implementation  material  was  not  in  the  package.     He  said  that 
that  turned  out  to  be  crucial  because  that  was  the  discriminating 
difference  in  terms  of  the  5%  add-on.     Neither  was  this  information 
provided  to  the  interview  committee.     Add-on  points  are  a  percent  of 
the  winner's  points.     Also,  the  RFP  while  including  a  breakdown  of 
general  review  criteria,  did  not  include  a  breakdown  by  points. 
Therefore,  he  said,  he  did  not  know  the  basis  upon  which  he  was 
being  judged.     Finally,   the  score  was  so  close  as  to  be 
indistinguishable.     He  suggested  a  second  review  of  the  two 
f  inalists . 

Commissioner  Flynn  stated  that  the  process  for  adding  points  for 
MBE/WBE  and  LBE  is  statutory.     He  suggested  that  had  Mr.  Koppelman 
known  how  the  points  were  applied,  perhaps  he  would  have  gotten  the 
contract.     Commissioner  Flynn  pointed  out  that  the  process  was  not 
known  by  the  other  party  either.

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President  Lee  said  that  the  implication  is  that  had  you  known  about 
the  scoring  that  the  screening  board  might  have  adjusted  the  score. 

Mr.   Koppelman  said  that  he  did  not  want  to  leave  that  impression. 

President  Lee  pointed  out  that  the  ordinance  states  how  the  points 
are  to  be  applied. 

Mr.   Levin  said  that  he  felt  the  process  was  fair  and  open  and  that 
the  department  has  an  excellent  firm  in  N  Graphic  to  perform  the 
work  .

Report  of  the  General  Manager 

Mr.  Donald  Birrer,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  reported 
that  there  had  been  some  rain  last  week  and  as  of  now  we  are  about 
75%  of  normal.     He  reported  that  he  met  with  Mayor  Feinstein  and 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  Hodel  in  Sacramento  and  toured  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  Project  with  them.     The  Bureau  of  Reclamation  and  the  state 
of  California  will  study  the  Secretary's  proposal.     The  Mayor's 
Office  organized  a  task  force  to  investigate  and  provide  information 
for  the  City's  rebuttal. 
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Commissioner  Buell   suggested  that   the  Commission  should  be 
represented  on   the  task   force.      Commissioner   Station  suggested  that 
the  task   force  consider  a  public  information  effort  which  would 
include  placing  exhibits  in  lobbies  in  downtown  San  Francisco,  San 
Jose  and  Oakland.     Mr.   Birrer  replied  that  he  would  present  the 
Commission's  suggestions  and  see  if  a  Commissioner  could  be 
appointed  to  the  task  force.     Also,  he  would  provide  the  Commission 
with  copies  of  the  activities  of  the  task  force  on  an  ongoing  basis. 

Resignation 

Mr.  Birrer  reported  that  he  had  received  a  letter  of  resignation 
from  Mr.  William  Stead,  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway. 
He  expressed  regret  at  losing  him  but  wished  him  well  in  his  future 
endeavors.     The  effective  date  will  be  November  13,  1987. 

******** 

Resolution  No.  87-0416  —  Requesting  a  supplemental  appropriation  in 
the  amount  of  $100,000  for  implementation  of  a  Bayshore  Corridor 
Transit  Systems  Planning  Study. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  the  Commission,  Mr.  Alan  Lubliner  of 
the  Mayor's  Office  said  that  the  Mayor  has  indicated  that  she  will 
not  sign  any  new  supplemental  appropriations.     If  this  is  a  high 
priority  it  should  be  done  with  available  funds. 

Commissioner  Staten  expressed  concern  regarding  how  this  particular 
study  fits  in  the  overall  long-term  planning  of  the  Municipal 
Railway.     She  suggested  taking  the  $100,000   to  look  at  the  whole 
system  not  just  the  Third  Street  Corridor  which  she  said  had  a  low 
ridership  compared  to  other  corridors,  such  as  the  Geary,  the 
J-Church  and  the  N-Judah. 

Commissioner  Flynn  said  that  the  southeast  portion  of  the  City  is 
the  one  that  has  the  most  use  for  some  type  of  modification  in  the 
transit  system — not  the  J  Line  or  the  L,  K  and  M.     Despite  the 
number  of  people  that  ride  it  now,  the  projections  indicate  that 
there  will  be  alot  more  people.     This  ties  into  the  Mission  Bay 
Corridor  and  the  E-Line.     The  southeast  area  needs  to  have  the  same 
advantages  as  presently  enjoyed  by  other  parts  of  the  City. 

Commissioner  Buell  said  that  the  southeast  section  of  the  City  is 
clearly  the  future  development  area.     He  said  that  he  would  rather 
see  the  Commission  take  the  lead  in  initiating  what  eventually 
happens  in  terms  of  public  transit  in  that  corridor  rather  than 
leaving  it  to  someone  else.     This  issue  needs  to  be  part  of  the 
5-Year  Plan. 

Mr.  Stead  said  that  he  would  propose  the  Bayshore  study  ahead  of  all 
the  energy  being  put  into  the  Geary  Corridor. 

Commissioner  Buell  moved  to  move  this  supplemental  appropriation 
forward.     Commissioner  Flynn  seconded.     On  the  question, 
Commissioners  Lee,  Flynn  and  Buell  voted  "Aye".     Commissioner  staten 
voted  "No" .

OPERATIONS 


Storage .     The  month-end  status  of  local  storage  reservoirs  is  shown 
on  the  accompanying  figure  1.     The  storage  levels  in  the  Peninsula 
Division  reservoirs  at  the  end  of  September  amounted  to  10.4  billion 
gallons  or  35%  of  capacity.     This  is  less  than  the  10.7  billion 
gallons  and  36%  of  capacity  in  storage  at  the  end  of  August.  For 
the  Suburban  system  as  a  whole,   storage  amounted  to  29.4  billion 
gallons  and  38%  of  capacity  compared  to  30.9  billion  gallons  and  40% 
of  capacity  at  the  end  of  last  month. 

Production .     Water  supplied  by  Hetch  Hetchy  and  the  production  of 
local  water  treatment  plants  are  shown  on  the  accompanying  figure  2. 

Consumption .     Gross  water  deliveries  to  San  Francisco  customers  and 
the  suburban  area  are  displayed  on  the  accompanying  figure  3. 

Water  Conservation  Administrator.     The  new  position  of  Water 
Conservation  Administrator  was  filled  by  J.  Matthew  Mullan.     He  has 
worked  in  water  utilities  for  14  years  and  has  broad  experience  in 
conservation  and  related  areas.     His  primary  responsibility  will  be 
implementation  of  the  conservation  measures  included  in  the  Urban 
Water  Management  Plan  both  in  San  Francisco  and  system-wide. 
Initial  efforts  are  being  made  in  the  schools  curriculum  in  San 
Francisco,   starting  a  residential  retrofit  program  in  San  Francisco, 
developing  programs  to  reduce  irrigation  usage  and  assisting  the 
Water  Department's  public  information  activities.

AUTHORIZATION  OF  CONTRACT  MODIFICATIONS 


By  PUC  Resolution  81-0101,  dated  March  10,  1981,  the  Commission  delegated 
to  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  and/or  the  Deputy  General 
Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  authority  to  execute  construction  contract 
modifications  in  amounts  up  to  $50,000  or  10%  of  the  original  contract 
amount,  and  to  report  quarterly  all  contract  modifications  so  authorized.

Report  of  the  General  Manager 
Water  Conservation  Poster  Contest 

Mr.   Donald  Birrer,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  reported 
that  the  Water  Department  conducted  a  successful  poster  contest  on 
water  conservation  with  school  children.     The  students  submitted 
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the  slogan   "Good  to  taste,    too  good  to  waste."      He  said  that  staff 
intends   to  use   the  winning  posters   in   its  public  information 
mater  ials . 

Secretary  of  the  Interior  Press  Release 

Mr.  Birrer  reported  that  Secretary  Hodel  released  a  statement  to  the 
press  today  following  receipt  of  a  report  by  the  Bureau  of 
Reclamation  which  recommended  spending  $5-8  million  to  study  options 
for  water  and  power  over  a  six-year  period.     Staff  received  a  copy 
of  the  report  yesterday.     A  response  was  drafted  for  the  Mayor. 

Auxiliary  Power  Unit 

Mr.  Birrer  reported  that  the  Municipal  Railway  wants  to  drop  the 
progam  for  auxiliary  power  units  for  electrical  vehicles.  The 
department  spent  $400,000  out  of  a  $7  million  budget  performing 
tests  on  auxiliary  units  which  were  attached  to  the  vehicles.  The 
results   indicate  that  while  built  in  units  might  be  desirable  the 
attached  units  were  not. 

General  Manager  Replacement 

Mr.   Birrer   recommended  Mr.   Paul  Toliver  as  interim  General  Manager 
while  a  search  is  undertaken  for  a  permanent  General  Manager.  He 
said  that  the  search  would  include  our  own  people  as  well  as  others 
nationwide.     He  said  that  he  met  with  the  firm  of  Smith,   Goerss  and 
Ferneborg  to  begin  the  search. 

Commissioner  Flynn  said  that  while  he  understood  no  commitments  were 
made,   there  should  be  a  resolution  to  authorize  negotiations  with 
the  firm.     Mr.   Birrer  replied  that  he  would  have  an  item  before  the 
Commission  at  the  next  meeting  and  an  outline  of  the  procedures  for 
entering  into  a  contract.

Mr.   Lynn  Barrow,   Senior  Vice 
President,   American  Media,   replied  that  the  firm  would  use  the  same 
source  used  to  date.     Commissioner  Flynn  stated  that  he  had  been 
informed  by  staff  that  a  letter  of   intent  was  issued  which  would 
bind  the  affirmative  action  group  as  an  equity  participant  in  the 
contract . 

Commissioner  Buell  asked  whether  other  opportunities  to  maximize 
advertising  revenues  were  discussed  during  the  renegotiation  of  this 
contract.     Mr.   Toliver  replied  that  the  modified  contract  separates 
the  right  to  sell  advertising  on  transfers,   passes  and  timetables 
from  this  contract.     Now  staff  can  seek  a  smaller  firm  for  this  type 
of  advertising.     Mr.   Jaimie  Levin,  Director,   Community  Affairs,  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Railway,   said  that  discussions  with  American 
Media  considered  other  possibilities,   such  as,   fixed  billboards  on 
City  property,  providing  it  would  be  done  within  current  law  and  the 
Planning  Code.     He  said  that  staff   is  developing  a  merchandizing 
agreement  which  would  sell  the  value  of  the  cable  car's  popularity. 
It  is  hoped  this  would  generate  several  thousand  dollars  in  revenue. 

Commissioner  Flynn  noted  that  item  number  24,   relating  to  help  with 
the  graffiti  problem,  means  additional  revenue  for  the  City.     Mr. - 
Levin  explained  that  each  advertiser  will  cover  their  ad  with  a 
special  coating  which  will  prevent  penetration  by  marking  pens. 

Mr.   Toliver  said  that  staff  is  also  exploring  the  use  of  video 
monitors  with  a  contractor  in  the  subways.     The  monitors  could  carry 
informtion  the  department  wants  to  get  out  to  the  public  as  well  as' 
advertising  which  would  provide  revenue.

Storage .     The  month-end  status  of  local  storage  reservoirs  is  shown 
on  the  accompanying  figure  1.

For 
the  Suburban  system  as   a  whole,    storage  amounted  to  29.5  billion 
gallons  and  38%  of  capacity  compared  to  29.4  billion  gallons  and  38% 
of  capacity  at  the  end  of   last  month.

RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  hereby  requests  the  Mayor  to 
recommend  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  supplemental  appropriation 
request  in  the  amount  of  $50,208  to  fund  a  full-time  Principal 
Administrative  Analyst  position  and  miscellaneous  DPW  Services  in  support 
of  TIDF  administration  for  the  remainder  of  FY  87/88  using  TIDF  Revenues; 
and,  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  subsequent  funding  of  aforementioned  costs  be 
permanently  supported  (at  annualized  levels)  by  TIDF  Revenues  in  the 
future.

Item  No.    3  --  Approving  the  interim  and  long-term  PG&E  contracts, 
further  approving  the  interim  MID  and  TID  contracts,   and  authorizing 
the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to  execute  said  agreements; 
approving  extension  of  the  June  10,   1985  MID  and  TID  contracts, 
further  approving  the  long-term  MID  and  TID  contracts,  recommending 
approval  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  pursuant  to  Charter  Section 
3.502,  and  further  authorizing  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities  to  execute  these  contracts  after  Board  approval. 

Point  of  Order 

Mr.   Bruce  Brugmann,   editor  and  publisher  of  the  Bay  Guardian,   rose  to 
a  point  of  order  and  said  that  the  meeting  was   in  violation  of  the 
Brown  Act  because  the  Bay  Guardian  and  other  newspapers,    radio  and 
television  stations  did  not  receive  written  notice  of  the  meeting  24 
hours  in  advance.     He  requested  cancellation  of  the  meeting.     He  said 
that  he  had  requested  the  writings  of  this  meeting  and  did  not 
receive  them.     Mr.   Brugmann  requested  that  the  proposed  contract  be 
turned  over  to  R.  W.  Beck,  a  public  power  consultant,   for  review.  If 
the  contract  is  approved  today,  he  said  he  would  take  the  matter  to 
court  to  have  the  action  declared  null  and  void. 

President  Lee  asked  the  City  Attorney's  office  and  staff  to  respond. 
Mr.   George  Krueger,  Utilities  General  Counsel,   replied  that  the 
meeting  was  a  special  meeting  of  the  Commission  and  he  believed  that 
24  hours  notice  had  been  given.     Ms.  Romaine  A.  Boldridge,  Secretary 
to  tne  Commission,   replied  that  notice  of  the  meeting  was  posted  on 
December  15,   1987  at  the  Main  Library  and  outside  of  Room  282,  City 
Hall.     The  requirement  is  24  hours  notice. 

Mr.   George  T.   Davis,  an  attorney  at  law  and  resident  and  taxpayer  of 
San  Francisco,  objected  to  the  meeting  on  the  grounds  that  it  was 
illegally  called. 

Commissioner  Buell  requested  that  the  City  Attorney  advise  the 
Commission  regarding  the  notice  requirements. 

After  discussion,   President  Lee  recessed  the  meeting  for  an  hour. 

The  meeting  was  reconvened  at  9:54  A.M.     Commissioner  Buell  renewed 
his  request  to  the  City  Attorney  to  advise  the  Commission  given  the 
information  that  had  been  provided.     Mr.   Leonard  Snaider,   Deputy  City 
Attorney,   stated  that  the  law  requires  notice  to  those  members  of  the 
media  that  request,    in  advance,   notice  of  special  meetings. 
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That   request  must  be  made   in  writing.      We  have  not  sent  notice 
generally  to  the  media  or   to  any  specific  members  of  the  media.  We 
do  not  have   in  our   files  requests  from  any  member  of  the  media.  But 
we  cannot  say  definitely  that  such  requests  have  not  been  made 
Therefore,   as  a  matter  of  prudence  it  would  probably  be  best  to  send 
out  notice  generally  to  the  media  on  the  chance  that  certain  members 
of  the  media  may  have  requested  notice  and  have  not  received  it 
Even  though  it   is  conceivable  that  this  meeting  is  legal  and  that 
notice  was  proper  it  would  probably  be  best  not  to  take  any  risk 
given  the  magnitude  of  this  issue,  and  to  reconvene  the  meeting  after 
further  notice  is  given. 

Commissioner  Buell  directed  that  the  Secretary  reschedule  the  meeting 
and  assure  that  all  procedures  are  followed  and  operate  under  the 
assumption  that  we  need  to  notice,    in  writing,   the  press. 

Mr.   Davis  requested  written  notice  of  the  rescheduled  meeting. 

President  Lee  announced  that  the  meeting  would  be  rescheduled  for  a 
date  next  week.

Point  of  Order 

Mr.   Bruce  Brugmann,   editor  and  publisher  of  the  Bay  Guardian,  stated 
that  he  received  notice  of   this  meeting  on  December  17,   1987.  He 
contacted  other  members  of  the  media.     KRON  received  notice,  others 
said  they  did  not  know  or  had  not  received  notice.     He  asked  whether 
meeting  notices  had  been  sent  to  the  media.     Ms.   Romaine  A.  Boldridge, 
Secretary  to  the  Commission,   replied  that  on  December   17,  1987 
notices  were  sent  via  messenger   service  to:   all  members  of  the  media 
who  requested  notice  by  leaving  their  card  or  a  letter  after  the 
December   17th  morning  meeting;   to  all  members  of  the  media  on  our 
regular  mailing  list;  and  additionally,   to  others  on  the  Board  of 
Supervisors'   mailing  list.     President  Lee  affirmed  that  the  Secretary 
had  followed  the  procedures  established  by  the  City  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.

Resolution  No.   87-0460  —  Approving  various  contracts  as  specified: 
(1)   interim  PG&E,  MID,   TID  contract;    (2)   long-term  PG&E  contract;  (3) 
interim  MID  contract;    (4)   interim  TID  contract,   and  authorizing  the 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to  execute  said  agreements;  (5) 
extension  of  the  June  10,   1985  MID  contract;    (6)   extension  of  June 
10,   1985  TID  contract,    (7)   long-term  MID  contract;    (8)   long-term  TID 
contract,   and  recommending  approval  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
pursuant  to  Charter  Section  3.502,  and  further  authorizing  the  City 
Attorney  to  conform  the  contracts,  and  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities  to  execute  MID  and  TID  contracts  after  Board  approval. 

Mr.   Donald  Birrer,  General  Manager  of  Public  Utiltities,  presented  an 
overview  and  said  that  this  item  is  a  result  of  the  department 
following  through  with  the  principles  established  by  the  Mayor  and 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  1985  to  contract  with  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company   (PG&E)   and  Modesto  and  Turlock   Irrigation  Districts 
(MID/TID).     Approval  by  the  Commission  will  be  the  first  of  a  two 
step  process.     The  PG&E  contracts  will  go  to  the  Federal  Energy 
Regulatory  Commission   (FERC)   for   review,   and  the  MID/TID  contracts 
will  be  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  approval. 

Mr.   Anson  Moran,   Assistant  General  Manager,   Finance,  described  the 
differences  between  the  proposed  contracts  and  the  previous  contracts 
with  the  aid  of  charts.     He  said  that  one  of  the  goals  of  the  new 
power  contracts  was  to  get  market  prices  for  the  City's  power.  In 
order  to  do  that,   the  City  needed  to  obtain  a  backup  source  of  power 
so  there  would  always  be  power  to  fulfill  contractual  obligations. 
The  proposed  contract  with  PG&E  provides  for  backup  services  as  well 
as  the  wheeling  of  power  to  the  City  for  municipal  purposes.     He  said 
that  the  annual  average  net  revenue  under   the  new  contracts  will  be 
$28.7  million  versus  $14.6  million  under  the  old  contracts. 
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Mr.    Len  Snaider,   Deputy  City  Attorney,   presented  background 
information   regarding  the  contract  negotiations.      He   said  that  first 
the   City  attempted   to  determine  whether   the  districts  would  be  the 
best  potential  customers.     Inquiries  were  made  of  other  potential 
buyers.     There  were  no  responses.     The  City  concluded  that  the 
districts  would  be  the  best  customers  because:   1)   under   the  Raker  Act 
the  City  has  an  obligation  to  provide  them  Class  1  power  at  cost;  2) 
there  are  transmission  facilities  from  the  City  to  the  districts;  and 
3)   the  districts'  need  for  power  coincides  with  the  amount  of  the 
City's  excess  power.     The  City  entered  into  negotiations  with  the 
districts  and  just  as  it  appeared  an  agreement  had  been  reached,  a 
bill  was  introduced  in  Congress  which  would  have  prevented  the  City 
from  making  a  profit  on  its  power.     Against  this  background,   the  City 
entered  into  contracts  with  the  districts   in  1985  for  a  2-1/2  year 
period.     Those  contracts  established  the  price  at  which  the  City 
would  sell  its  power  and  set  forth  principles  for  30-year  contracts. 
The  contracts  were  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  signed  by 
the  Mayor.     The  proposed  long-term  contracts,   for   27-1/2  years,  will 
implement  the  principles  established  in  the  1985  contracts.  However, 
since  final  contracts  cannot  be  in  place  by  January  1,   1988  the  City 
negotiated  to  continue  the  interim  arrangements  for   3  months.  The 
long-term  contract  with  PG&E  provides  for   termination  in  the  event  of 
municipalization  of  electric  service  or   if  the  contracts  with  the 
districts  are  not  executed. 

In  response  to  questions  by  the  Commission,   Mr.   Snaider  said  that  if 
there  is  municipalization  of  electric  service  the  City  would  no 
longer  need  wheeling  service  but   instead  would  need  more  power  to 
serve  City  residents  and  to  back  up  the  City's  power  supplv  durinq 
dry  periods. 

Mr.   Michael  McGill,   representing  the  Mayor's  Office,   conveyed  the 
Mayor's  support  of  these  contracts  and  congratulated  the  negotiatinq 
team. 

The  Honorable  Richard  Hongisto,  Member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
said  that  as  a  practical  matter,   these  contracts  preclude 
municipalization  of  utilities  in  San  Francisco.     He  expressed  the 
opinion  that  our   forefathers  built  the  system  so  that  San  Francisco 
could  have  good  rates.     Instead,  Modesto  and  Turlock  are  benefiting 
by  good  rates.     San  Francisco  is  passing  up  the  chance  to  make  $80 
million  a  year.     He  said  that  San  Francisco  has  to  look  at  extending 
its  power  lines  into  the  City.     He  estimated  the  cost  to  be  $35 
million.     He  cited  11  California  cities  which  have  municipalized 
their  electric  systems  and  are  able  to  charge  rates  that  are 
one-third  to  one-half  lower   than  San  Francisco's  rates.  Preliminary 
figures  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors'   budget  analyst  indicate  that 
if  the  City  sold  power  at  market  rates  it  could  net  $137  million  a 
year.     Other  estimates  are  higher.     He  said  that  he  would  not 
recommend  buying  PG&E's  wires.     Instead  the  City  should  take  over  the 
distribution  system  and  underground  the  wires.     He  urged  the 
Commission  to  delay  action  so  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  its 
analyst  could  review  the  contracts  and  finalize  its  study  on 
municipalization. 

Mr.   Bruce  Brugmann,   editor  and  publisher  of  the  Bay  Guardian,  said 
that  he  has  been  following  this  issue  since  1966.     He  said  that  he 
had  asked  to  be  apprised  of  the  negotiations  and  was  not  so 
informed.     He  spoke  in  favor  of  public  power  in  San  Francisco. 

Mr.   George  T.  Davis,   an  attorney  in  private  practice  and  a  San 
Francisco  property  owner,   urged  continuance  of  this  matter  for  review 
by  Mayor-elect  Agnos.     Mr.   Davis  said  that  it  is  a  violation  of  the 
Raker  Act  to  allow  PG&E,   either  directly  or  indirectly,   to  distribute 
power  generated  by  Hetch  Hetchy.     He  cited  a  1940  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  regarding  the  wheeling  contract 
with  PG&E.     He  said  that  the  contract  was  ruled  to  have  been  in 
violation  of  the  Raker  Act. 
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Commissioner   Buell   said  that   the  matters  before  the  Commission  today 
do  not  preclude  municipalization  of  electric  power.     He  said  that 
municipalization  is  an  issue  which  should  be  reviewed  periodically  in 
the  public  interest.     He  complemented  staff  and  the  negotiating  team 
for  a  terrific  job  in  representing  the  best  interest  of  the  City. 

Commissioner  Staten  pointed  out  that  the  purpose  of  building  the  dam 
was  to  supply  San  Francisco  with  water,   not  power.     Power   is  a 
by-product.     She  said  that  the  water  issue  may  become  a  more  pressing 
issue  in  the  future. 

Mr.   John  Bardis,   President  of  the  Inner  Sunset  Action  Committee, 
supported  continuing  this  matter  to  next  year. 

Commissioner  Toupin  said  that  the  PG&E  contract  does  permit 
municipalization  and  does  not  prevent  its  consideration  at  any  time. 
He  asked  the  City  Attorney's  office  to  respond  regarding  the  1940 
Supreme  Court  case.     Mr.  Thomas  Berliner,  Deputy  City  Attorney,  said 
that  at  that  time  the  City  believed  that  it  had  a  consignment  sale 
arrangement  with  PG&E.     The  Supreme  Court  said  that  PG&E  was  taking 
title  to  the  power  and  that  violated  the  Raker  Act.     The  City  changed 
the  way  it  sold  its  power  and  basically  purchased  wheeling  services 
from  PG&E.     That  arrangement  was  subsequently  reviewed  by  the  then 
Secretary  of   Interior  who  issued  a  letter  stating  that  San  Francisco 
was  in  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  Raker  Act.     In  regard  to  the 
issue  of  why  San  Francisco  had  not  brought  power   into  the  City,  the 
conclusion  was  that  the  matter  had  been  on  the  ballot  several  times 
but  had  been  turned  down  by  the  people.     The  City  could  not  force  it 
on  the  people  if  they  did  not  want  it.     Therefore,   the  City  was  not 
in  violation  of  the  intent  of  the  Raker  Act. 

President  Lee  said  that  he  supports  municipalization  and  would  like 
to  see  a  detailed  study. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Buell,   seconded  by  Commissioner  Staten, 
Resolution  No.   87-0460  was  adopted.

Report  of   the  General  Manager 


Combined  Giving  Campaign 

Mr.   Donald  Birrer,   General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,   reported  that 
employees  citywide  contributed  $250,000  to  this  year's  campaign,  up 
from  $210,000  last  year.      In  PUC  the  bureaus  were  up  almost  400%, 
Water  Department  was  75%  greater,    Hetch  Hetchy  was  up  62%,   and  the 
Municipal  Railway  decreased  by  12%. 

Budget 

Mr.   Birrer   reported  that  staff  began  budget  preparation  and  making 
assumptions  about  next  year's  operations.     He  said  in  February  he 
would  be  recommending  combining  the  Water  Department  and  Hetch  Hetchy 
and  making  modifications  to  staff.     There  will  be  a  number  of  new 
programs — new  filter  plants  for  the  Water  Department,  new  water 
quality  rule  changes  and  changes  in  the  approach  to  conservation  by 
using  ground  water  to  conserve  Hetch  Hetchy  water.      If  this  winter  is 
a  normal  winter,   he  said  that  he  hoped  the  capital  would  be  available 
to  make  infrastructure  repairs  to  Hetch  Hetchy.     Also,   he  said  that 
he  intended  to  include  in  the  budget  a  feasibility  analysis  of  power 
options  for  the  future.     The  awards  program  will  be  changed  to  make 
it  PUC-wide. 

Municipal  Railway  75th  Anniversary 

Mr.   Birrer  announced  that  today,   December   28,   1987,   was  the  75th 
anniversary  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway.     There  will  be  a 
parade  of  historic  trolleys  on  Market  Street  and  a  ceremony  at  Union 
Square . 

Cable  Car  Lunch 

Mr.  Birrer  reported  that  the  cable  car  division  hosted  a  luncheon  for 
the  elderly  during  the  holidays  which  was  well  attended.

He  has  the  ability  to  measure  and  monitor 
success  or   lack  of  success.     The  City  would  be  fortunate  to  have  him 
back . 

Ms.   Naomi  Gray,   President  of  the  San  Francisco  Black  Leadership 
Forum,   stated  that  the  job  of  General  Manager  of  Muni  was  declared 
vacant  when  a  national  search  was  undertaken  by  the  Commission.  This 
process  should  not  be  circumvented  out  of  fairness  to  those  who  have 
applied  for   the  job.     Faith  in  Mr.   Stead  has  been  shaken  by  his 
erratic  behavior.     She  questioned  his  sudden  leaving  to  go  to 
Philadelphia  and  suggested  that  he  apply  for  the  job  like  everyone 
else.     She  said  that  the  community  does  not  have  confidence  in  Mr. 
Stead  nor   do  a  number  of  the  employees.     Ms.   Gray  urged  consideration 
of  Mr.   Paul  Toliver,  who  has  been  Acting  General  Manager,   for  the  job. 

Ms.  Ruth  Dewson,   a  member  ot  the  committee  to  study  light  rail  on  the 
Geary  Corridor,   said  that  she  had  been  scrutinizing  situations  which 
directly  affect  the  drivers.     She  spoke  in  support  of  Mr.   Toliver  for 
the  position  of  General  Manager.

Commissioner   Toupin  said  that   from  his  experience  of  working  with  Mr. 
Stead  he  found  him  to  be  one  of  the  top  quality  people  working  for 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Commissioner  Buell  pointed  out  that  Mr.   Stead  has  the  endorsement  of 
Mayor-elect  Agnos  to  return  to  the  position.     He  said  that  while  he 
was  sympathetic  to  the  voices  raised  today  there  have  been  peculiar 
circumstances — no  one  expected  Mr.  Stead  to  leave  and  no  one  expected 
the  circumstances  which  followed.

That  is  not  to  take  anything  away  from  Mr.   Toliver  who  is  an 
excellent  manager.     At  this  time  he  said  that  he  would  go  with  Mr. 
Stead  who  has  proven  himself  over   the  years.

OPERATIONS 


Storage .     The  month-end  status  of   local  storage  reservoirs  is  shown 
on  the  accompanying  figure  1.     The  storage  levels  in  the  Peninsula 
Division  reservoirs  at  the  end  of  November  amounted  to  13.3  billion 
gallons  or  45%  of  capacity.     This  is  more  than  the  11.2  billion 
gallons  or  37%  of  capacity  in  storage  at  the  end  of  October.  For 
the  Suburban  system  as  a  whole,   storage  amounted  to  31.5  billion 
gallons  and  40%  of  capacity  compared  to  29.5  billion  gallons  and  38% 
of  capacity  at  the  end  of  last  month. 

Production .     Water  supplied  by  Hetch  Hetchy  and  the  production  of 
local  water  treatment  plants  are  shown  on  the  accompanying  figure  2. 

Consumption .     Gross  water  deliveries  to  San  Francisco  customers  and 
the  suburban  area  are  displayed  on  the  accompanying  figure  3.
